Diamond 
Super  Update

Scores  of  Glen  Park  residents  par- 
ticipated in  a  Feb.  24  meeting  hosted  by 
Supervisor  Mark  Leno  at  the  Glen  Park 
Recreation  Center,  at  which  Project  Man- 
ager Jeremy  Paul  and  Project  Archi- 
tect Jon  Peterson  presented  preliminary 
information  about  plans  for  the  Dia- 
mond Super  site  and  requested  neigh- 
borhood input.  While  they  had  no 
detailed  plans,  the  developers  reported 
these  absolutes: 
There  will  be  a  gro- 
cery store,  a  child- 
care  facility  and 
either  one  or  two 
levels  of  under- 
ground parking 
(depending  on  the 
water  table),  and 
"chain  operations" 
will  not  be  consid- 
ered. 

Other  ideas  foi 
development  (as 
requested  by  resi- 
dents) include  a 
neighborhood 

restaurant.  Grocery  store  options  were 
discussed,  and  representatives  of  local 
markets  interested  in  the  development  — 
including  MikeyTom  and  Real  Foods  — 
were  present.  Our  erstwhile  butcher 
Terry  Bloom  was  also  at  the  meeting, 
and  there  was  strong  sentiment  that  any 
new  market  should  include  a  resurrec- 
tion of  Terry's  Meats  &  Deli. 

You  can  let  the  owner  know  what  you 
want  included  in  the  final  plans,  or  make 
other  suggestions,  by  sending  e-mails 
to  the  developers  at  phoenix@glen- 
park.org.  We've  been  assured  that  the 
owner  reads  all  e-mails  and  they  are 
being  categorized  by  subject  and  ear- 


marked for  appropriate  response.  They 
have  apologized  for  lack  of  response  to 
e-mails  to  date,  but  equipment  they  are 
setting  up  for  automatic  response  is  not 
quite  ready. 

Information  is  also  available  at  the 
Web  site,  www.glenpark.org.  Paul  said 
that  a  Webmaster  is  revising  the  site  to 
make  the  content  easier  to  read  and  more 
useful;  the  background  will  be  a  lighter 
color  so  lettering  will  stand  out  better. 

Progress  on  the  project  has  been  held 
up  because  of  the  toxic  problem,  which 
is  larger  than  anticipated.  (Old-timers 
will  recall  that  there  was  once  a  gas  sta- 
tion adjacent  to  the  site.)  Several  agen- 
cies are  involved  in  the  required  haz- 
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ardous  materials  ("hazmat") 
determinations,  along  with  several  dif- 
ferent engineering  disciplines:  envi- 
ronmental, structural,  civil,  soils  and 
geotechnical.  They  are  working  to  deter- 
mine the  scope  of  the  cleanup. 

The  new  building  cannot  be  designed 
until  the  hazmat  issues  are  resolved  and 
there  is  mitigation.  Once  environmen- 
tal tests  are  completed,  contaminated 
materials  may  have  to  be  removed,  at 
which  time  they  will  know  what  con- 
ditions they  will  be  left  with.  The  design 
and  plans  can't  go  forward  until  they 
know  about  the  soil  composition  and 
what  it  will  support.  The  amount  of  soil 


2000  BC: 
The  Bruce 
Conner  Story 
Part  II  at  the 
M.H.  de  Young 
Museum

When  Bruce  Conner  walks  through 
the  park  he  enjoys  the  anonymity  of  just 
another  Glen  Park  resident  — an 
anonymity  that  conceals  contributions 
to  art  that  span  50  years.  One  of  today's 
most  influential  artists.  150  of  his  works 
will  be  displayed  in  a  May  19  — June  30 
show  at  the  M.H.  de  Young  Museum 
titled  "  2000  BC:  The  Bruce  Conner 
Story  Part  II." 

A  key  1950s  Beat  movement  figure. 
Conner  is  imitated  today  by  thousands 
of  film  students  who  may  not  have  actu- 
ally seen  his  work.  Typically,  he  col- 
lected scraps  of  other  people's  films  and 
edited  three  and  half  months  worth  of 
footage  into  three  and  half  minutes.  Con- 
ner says  these  early  works  "were  poverty 
productions,  using  things  other  people 
didn't  want.  I  had  a  lot  of  time,  no  real 
money  to  make  film,  so  I  collected  films 
other  people  made."  Editing  a  lot  of 


information  into  a  short  time  with  quick 
cuts  and  multiple  exposures  evolved  into 
today's  MTV-style  productions.  But 
Conner  doesn't  watch  MTV,  nor  does 
he  continue  to  produce  art  forms  he  pio- 
neered: "When  other  people  start  doing 
something  I  have  done,  I  stop  doing  it." 
Yet  he  continues  to  create,  challenge 
and  confound  the  world  of  art. 

Viewers  of  the  de  Young  exhibit  may 
think  they  are  seeing  a  group  show  of 
10  artists  because  of  the  wide  range  of 
his  work  (sculpture,  film. collage, draw- 
ings, paintings,  photography,  prints). 
Conner  worked  on  this  show  for  two 
and  a  half  years  before  it  was  installed 
in  the  Walker  Art  Center  in  Minneapo- 
lis, then  in  the  Modern  Art  Museum  of 
Fort  Worth.  It  will  move  to  the  Museum 
of  Contemporary  Art  in  Los  Angeles 
after  it  leaves  the  de  Young. 

Conner  says  he  didn't  produce  the 
works  to  be  a  part  of  other  people's  lives, 
although  we  may  think  we  are  part  of 
his  when  we  view  it.  His  self-assess- 
ment: "If  a  work  renews  itself  time 
and  again,  it  has  been  a  successful  work." 

In  1973  Conner  bought  the  least 
expensive  "craftsman's  special"  home 
he  could  find  in  Glen  Park  and  spent  the 
next  25  years  fixing  the  place  up  the 
way  he  wants  it.  He  likes  the  neigh- 
borhood feel  of  Glen  Park— especially 
the  park  — and  a  community  where 
neighbors  unite  to  ensure  that  a  grocery 
store  will  be  rebuilt  rather  than  a  hyper- 
market or  chain  store. 


compaction  and  support  provided  by  the 
underlying  rock  strata  will  determine 
what  can  be  built  If  the  site  won't 
support  a  building  of  the  scope  that  the 
owner  hopes  for.  structural  design  alter- 
natives would  be  necessary. 

The  existing  parking  lot  will  remain 
until  the  City's  lease  runs  out.  and  the 
developers  pledge  to  keep  it  as  long  as 
possible  up  to  the  date  of  construction — 
there  is  a  liability  issue  after  the  City's 
lease  expires,  but  the  project  leaders  say 


they  will  try  to  extend  the  lease. 

We  are  all  waiting  for  news  about 
who.  what,  when  and  how;  at  least  we 
know  where! 

Project  Manager  Jeremy  Paul  and  the 
owner  have  been  assured  that  we  are 
willing,  able  and  ready  to  assist  in  expe- 
diting the  process. 

They're  eager  to  have  our  comments, 
so  keep  the  e-mails  coming.

The  Saga  of 
the  Sand

A  group  of  individuals  has  met  as  an 
advisory  committee  to  the  staff  of  Glen 
Park  Recreation  Center.  Several  in  atten- 
dance have  small  children,  and  com- 
plained of  contaminated  sand  in  the  play 
area.  Through  the  years,  soil, eucalyp- 
tus leaves  and  other  debris  have  changed 
the  composition  of  the  sand.  The  staff 
said  it  was  reasonable  and  possible  to 
change  the  sand.  In  addition,  they  would 
have  the  tree  foliage  trimmed  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  leaf  litter. 

After  the  project  commenced  it  was 
reported  that  the  new  branches  sprout- 
ing from  the  eucalyptus  could  fall  into 
the  play  area,  and  it  was  decided  that 


the  trees  needed  to  be  removed.  And 
since  children  can't  be  kept  out  of  the 
planting  areas,  adjacent  retaining  walls 
need  to  be  raised.  This  would  help  with 
the  problem  of  soil  contaminants  in 
the  sand. 

Eucalyptus  trees  are  not  the  favorite 
of  many  park  users.  Tennis  players  com- 
plain of  litter  on  the  courts,  plants  do 
not  grow  beneath  them,  and  even  some 
neighbors  hold  them  in  low  esteem 
(someone  poisoned  some  on  Bosworth). 

Add  to  these  difficulties  drainage, 
one  of  the  larger  problems  facing  Glen 
Park  Rec  Center.  The  gym  floor  keeps 
rotting  because  of  non-functioning  roof 
gutters  and  perimeter  drainage.  The 
field  receives  all  the  runoff  from 
Bosworth  Street  and  from  paved  and 
unpaved  areas  within  the  park,  with  no 
provision  for  drainage.  The  field  was 
closed  for  three  months  in  1998-99  and 
should  be  again  this  year. 

Does  it  not  now  seem  premature  of 
the  Park  Department  to  have  pulled 
the  last  of  our  money  for  a  master  plan 
for  the  whole  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  and 
canceled  the  program  last  year?  As  a 
blind  man  once  said,  "Hindsight  is 
better  than  no  sight  at  all." 

Here's  hoping  that  recent  passage  of 
the  park  bonds  will  ensure  that  Recre- 
ation and  Parks  has  all  the  money  it 
needs  to  address  these  issues.

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In  Glen  Canyon  Park 

with  Jean  Conner 


Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  is  a 
group  of  volunteers  who  are  working 
on  the  restoration  and  maintenance  of 
the  natural  areas  of  Glen  Canyon  Park. 
We  try  to  keep  ahead  of  non-native  plants 
that  have  invaded  the  park.  By  weed- 
ing out  the  non-natives  from  the  perime- 
ter of  existing  native  plants  we  find 
the  natural  area  is  expanded  and 
increased.  Native  plants  such  as 
columbine,  golden-eyed  grass  and  fringe 
cups  are  found  growing  naturally  in  Glen 
Canyon.  We  have  propagated  and  intro- 
duced them  into  other  areas  of  the  park. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  no  descrip- 
tions of  the  canyon  before  it  was 
impacted  by  settlers.  We  know  that  the 
creek  had  enough  water  in  1912  that 
Hetch  Hetchy  had  made  plans  to  con- 
vert the  canyon  into  a  reservoir  for  the 
city.  It  is  surprising  that  the  early  pho- 
tographs do  not  show  willows  grow- 
ing along  the  creek.  It  is  possible  the 
canyon  did  have  trees  but  was  stripped 
by  early  settlers  for  lumber  and  fire- 
wood. The  canyon  is  likely  to  have  had 
trees  such  as  the  buckeyes  and  oaks 
which  are  still  found  on  San  Bruno 
Mountain  alongside  the  location  of  the 
other  branch  of  Islais  Creek  before  it 
was  diverted. 

There  is  an  interesting  photo  labeled 


"4-10-42  Glen  Park  Housing  Project," 
which  was  taken  from  the  northern  part 
of  the  canyon  looking  south  along  the 
creek.  A  branch  of  the  creek  approaches 
from  the  west.  It  clearly  shows  that  there 
are  no  willows  along  the  creek  and  the 
hillsides  are  bare  of  shrubs.  Also  visi- 
ble in  the  photo  are  what  we  currently 
call  the  climbing  rocks,  columbine 
incline  and  fox  meadow.  The  eucalyp- 
tus grove  across  from  where  the  Sil- 
vertree  building  is  now  located  is  just 
a  straggling  line  of  a  few  trees.  The  flat 
areas  in  the  foreground  of  the  photo  had 
been  cultivated  after  being  completely 
stripped  of  native  vegetation  and  planted 
as  "Victory  Gardens." 

It  wasn't  until  1949  that  a  compre- 
hensive survey  of  the  plants  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  initiated.  "A  Flora  of  San 
Francisco, California"  by  Howell.  Raven 
and  Rubtzoff,  published  in  1958.  lists 
the  plants  of  the  San  Miguel  Hills,  which 
include  Glen  Canyon.  Recent  lists  have 
been  made  of  the  plants  in  Glen  Canyon 
Park  with  the  assistance  of  students, 
teachers,  the  California  Native  Plant 
Society,  WESCO  and  Friends  of  Glen 
Canyon.  These  new  lists,  combined  with 
historic  lists,  are  what  we  refer  to  when 
we  are  considering  the  restoration  of 
plants  in  the  canyon.

On-Again, 
Off- Again 
Power  to  the 
People

There's  good  news  and  bad  news  for 
Glen  Park  residents  who  have  gotten 
tired  of  resetting  their  digital  clocks  and 
rebooting  their  computers  after  several 
power  failures  in  recent  weeks.  The 
good  news.  PG&E  engineers  tell  us,  is 
that  the  utility  is  installing  "protective 
devices"  to  help  isolate  faults  and  keep 
the  number  of  customers  who  experi- 
ence an  outage  to  a  minimum.  They 
will  also  use  infrared  patrols  of  the  neigh- 
borhood to  identify  and  correct  sources 
of  potential  future  equipment  failures. 

PG&E  says  it  is  also  looking  at 
improving  its  maintenance  procedures. 
In  one  of  the  latest  episodes,  a

"flashover"  caused  by  accumulated 
debris  on  an  insulator  was  blamed  for 
an  hour-long  blackout  at  about  7:05  a.m. 
on  April  24  that  affected  more  than 
42,000  customers  in  the  City,  but  inter- 
rupted power  to  most  of  our  neighbor- 
hood only  momentarily  while  back-up 
equipment  kicked  in.  Still,  that  was  long 
enough  to  kill  many  digital  clocks  and  — 
like  a  similar  lapse  in  the  wee  hours  a 
week  or  so  earlier  — awaken  residents 
whose  electric  smoke  alarms  beeped 
when  the  power  was  restored. 

The  bad  news,  says  a  PG&E  engi- 
neer, is  that  major  upgrades  to  the  util- 
ity's extensive  electrical  distribution 
system  won't  be  done  anytime  soon. 
Glen  Park  is  served  by  a  long  under- 
ground circuit  that  feeds  the  overhead 
service,  he  explained.  Major  work  is 
planned  that  will  reduce  these  outages 
eventually,  but  it  will  take  years  to 
accomplish.  Meanwhile.  PG&E  says  it 
is  focusing  on  solving  our  "current  prob- 
lems"—no  pun  intended.

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Glen  Park 
Activist 
Receives  City 
Honor

GPA  President  Zoanne  Nordstrom 
was  one  of  1 1  recipients  of  Women  Mak- 
ing History  awards  in  March.  The  San 
Francisco  Commission  on  the  Status  of 
Women  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
presented  the  honorees  to  an  audience 
mirroring  the  diversity  of  the  city  — a 
group  of  women  chattering  in  Chi- 
nese, hippies  and  community  activists, 
polished  businesswomen  and  a  one-man 
cheerleader  with  dreadlocks,  pompoms 
and  an  American  Hag  shirt. 

Nordstrom  has  a  lifelong  history  of 
making  a  difference  for  children  and 
neighborhoods.  From  an  early  start  as 
a  "fruit  tramp"  packing  tomatoes  in  the 
Central  Valley,  she  has  served  as  head 
teacher  in  the  state  preschool  program 
in  the  Mission  and  chaired  the  Depart- 
ment o!  Child  Development  at  City  Col- 
lege, in  addition  to  the  daunting  task 
of  raising  three  sons  as  a  single  parent. 

Most  notably  for  Glen  Park,  in  the 
'60s  she  was  one  of  those  who  protected 
our  local  park  from  the  ill-conceived 


cross-town  freeway,  designed  to  go 
through  Glen  Canyon.  The  park  and 
cars  were  an  issue  again  in  1995  when, 
under  her  leadership.  Neighbors  for  a 
Car-Free  Park  fought  to  prevent  private 
cars  from  driving  into  the  park  and  rein- 
stated city  transportation  for  children 
from  outside  the  neighborhood.  An  off- 
shoot of  this  effort  was  the  annual  Glen 
Park  Festival,  which  has  raised  money 
for  summer  camp  scholarships  for 
deserving  children.  The  Festival  last 
year  provided  72  scholarships  for  chil- 
dren in  Chinatown,  Visitation  Valley, 
Hunter's  Point.  Bayview  and  the  Ten- 
derloin. 

Her  latest  effort  was  to  organize 
residents  to  develop  a  constructive  plan 
for  the  replacement  of  the  Diamond 
Super  market,  which  burned  in  the  fall 
of  1998.  With  an  anxious  eye  on  an  offer 
to  the  property  owners  from  Walgreen's, 
our  neighborhood  — with  Nordstrom's 
guidance, contacts  and  perseverance— 
was  able  to  make  its  wishes  for  a  full- 
service  market  known,  attract  a  local 
buyer  and  protect  Glen  Park  from  the 
ubiquitous  chain  takeovers  suffered  by 
other  neighborhoods. 

In  her  acceptance  speech.  Nordstrom 
graciously  acknowledged  the  supervi- 
sors and  added:  "I've  been  in  most  of 
your  offices,  and  I  will  be  back."  The 
neighborhood  sincerely  hopes  so.

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Committee 
Reports 

by  Elizabeth  Weise 

Program:  At  the  March  meeting  of  the 
Glen  Park  Association.  Capt.  Marsha 
Ashe  of  the  Ingleside  Police  Station 
warned  residents  that  warmer  weather 
and  clear  skies  are  as  inviting  to  thieves 
as  they  are  to  everyone  else.  There  has 
been  rash  of  residential  burglaries  in  the 
neighborhood. 

Capt.  Ashe  believes  the  burglaries, 
centered  around  the  500  block  of  Chen- 
ery,  are  the  work  of  the  same  two  young 
men,  whom  she  called  "territorial  bur- 
glars—they work  until  they're  caught." 
In  two  alarming  incidents,  one  local 
woman  turned  around  in  her  office  to 
find  two  men  staring  in  at  her.  Another 
man  found  two  men  in  his  home.  Thank- 
fully, the  thieves  don't  appear  to  be  vio- 
lent. 

Ashe  encouraged  residents  to  make 
sure  windows  and  doors  are  locked.  For 
more  information,  she  invited  everyone 
to  come  to  the  monthly  community 
meetings  held  at  Ingleside  Station  the 
third  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

In  April,  historian  and  Glen  Park  spe- 
cialist Greg  Gaar  showed  a  rapt  audi- 
ence photos  going  back  into  the  late 
1800s,  including  a  5-foot-wide  Islais 
Creek  streaming  down  through  Glen 
Park  toward  China  Basin,  and  the  city's 
first  electric  streetcar  line.  Tidbits  of  the 
Glen  Park  that  was  (and  almost  was) 
included  tales  of  a  turn-of-the-century 
gambling  den  in  the  then-treeless  park 
near  Portola  Drive,  and  one-time  plans 
by  Mr.  Joost  of  Joost  Street  to  damn 
Islais  Creek  to  generate  electricity. 

For  May's  meeting.  Bond  Yee  from 
the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic 
will  come  and  answer  questions  about 
traffic  flow,  lights  and  parking  issues. 

June's  meeting  will  feature  Claudia 
McGregor.  Executive  Director  of  the 
Integrated  Center  for  Culture  and  Heal- 
ing, who  will  present  a  "hands-on"  alter- 
native health  fair  with  information  and 
demonstrations  of  acupuncture,  acu- 
pressure, guided  imagery  and  other  med- 
ical alternatives. 

July's  meeting  will  feature  the  yearly 
Glen  Park  barbecue,  to  begin  at  6  p.m. 
Hot  coals,  hot  dogs  and  chicken  w  ill  be 
provided.  Bring  side  dishes  and  drinks 
and  come  prepared  to  get  to  know  your 
neighbors  and  the  neighborhood  better. 
Neighborhood  Improvement:  Com- 
mittee Chair  Joan  Seiwald  has  been  in 
touch  with  Carrie  Durkee,  the  City  street 
tree  coordinator,  and  asked  her  help  in 


dealing  with  the  trees  on  the  slope  of 
Bos  worth  Street.  Several  of  the  older 
Eucalyptus  are  failing  and  need  to  be 
taken  down  and  replaced.  Seiwald  also 
asked  Durkee  to  investigate  whether 
there  might  be  funds  left  over  from  pre- 
vious neighborhood  greening  projects 
to  replant  the  Bosworth  green  space 
between  Elk  and  Diamond  streets,  which 
is  in  need  of  upkeep. 

On  the  long-term  outlook,  there's 
been  interest  in  creating  a  walking 
trail  for  dogs,  their  owners  and  others 
along  the  slope  from  Glen  Park  down 
to  Diamond  Street  that  wouldn't  require 
crossing  streets. 

Traffic  &  Safety:  In  the  midst  of  the 
busiest  weekend  of  the  year  for  accoun- 
tants, Linda  Montgomery  took  a  few 
moments  out  on  Tax  Day  to  encourage 
Glen  Park  residents  to  watch  for  cars 
using  the  neighborhood  as  a  BART  park- 
ing lot.  "If  we're  going  to  avoid  becom- 
ing a  downtown  parking  lot,  we  need  to 
call  the  Department  of  Parking  and 
Transportation  and  get  the  meter  maids 
out  to  ticket  when  we  see  cars  being  left 
all  day,"  she  said. 

Although  it  might  seem  a  boon  to 
only  hear  the  whir  of  the  little  DPT  elec- 
tric carts  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  street- 
cleaning  days,  their  vigilance  is  our  pro- 
tection against  losing  parking  slots  to 
those  who  live  far  away  from  Glen  Park. 
"It's  not  going  to  go  away  without  call- 
ing," says  Montgomery.  "The  number 
to  call  is  533-1200." 
Health  &  Environment:  Aside  from 
some  stuffy  noses  caused  by  pollen 
counts  in  the  90s  this  spring,  there 
haven't  been  any  reports  of  health-related 
issues  of  concern,  says  chair  Lee  Guion. 

To  keep  things  that  way,  the  com- 
mittee has  worked  with  Claudia  McGre- 
gor to  organize  an  Alternative  Health 
Fair  to  be  held  at  the  June  Glen  Park 
general  meeting,  the  second  Tuesday  of 
the  month.  Sponsored  by  the  Integra- 
tive Center  for  Culture  and  Healing  on 
Valencia  Street,  the  fair  will  feature  a 
range  of  alternative  and  complementary 
therapies,  including  Reiki,  acupuncture, 
acupressure  and  guided  imagery.  A  num- 
ber of  different  practitioners  will  set  up 
stations  so  local  residents  can  get  infor- 
mation and  hands-on  treatments.
